Messrs. Breck Jones and John Overall, at- 
torneys for Judge Valliant, filed their answer 
to the petition of Mr. Klein and moved that

VALLIANT’S ANSWER 

starts out by saving and reserving all excep- 
tions to the sufficiency of Klein’s petition. 
This is done because under the State law the 
answer must be flied immediately the petition 
is presented and a demurrer cannot be en- 
tered until laterin the case. The answer denies 
firstin general terms and then specifically 
each and every allegation contained in Mr. 
Klein’s petition, and states that Leroy B. 
Valliant received a majority of the votes 
cast in the election for Judge 
and that the certificate of election 
was a issued to him by the Recorder of 
Voter... inally Judge Valliant asks that 
Klein’s petition be dismissed, ‘‘because none 
ofthe facts alleged by the contestant and 
upon which he relies in support of the points 
set forth in his petition, are true.’’ 

In the proof ofthe statement that if all of 
the dallots cast were legally and pro ly 
counted Judge Valiiant’s majority would . 
ceed 2,000 votes, the answer alleges as follows:

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CALLED TO ROME. 


BEV. DR. M’GLYNN’S SUPPORT OF HENRY 
GEORGE TO BE INVESTIGATED. 


Complaint of the Propaganda Against Dr. 
mcGlynur’s Course in the Labor Movement 
—Archbishop Corrigan’s Actien—Cardinal 
Simeont’s Cablegram Summoning the 
Priest te Rome. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPaTcna. 

New YORK, December 10.—The statement 
published exclusively in the Post-DIsSPaTcH 
yesterday that Rev. Father McGlynn was to be 
deposed is confirmed. The PFosr-Disraron 
correspondent called at the Archbishop’s 
palace yesterday and obtained the facts in the 
case. It seems that as far back as last Sep- 
tember Archbishop Corrigan received a letter 
from the Propaganda at Rome, complaining of 
the course which Dr. MoGlynn was pursuing. 
Another letter came, and at last a letter ar- 
rived which the Holy Father himself had 
ordered to be written. In it was the state- 
ment thatthe doctrines Dr. McGlynn was es- 
pousing were contrary to the teachings of the 
Catholic Church. In consequence of these 
letters, and particularily of the last, tre 
Archbishop communicated with Dr. McGlynn 
and Henry George. He read one or more of 
the letters to the latter and all of them to the 
former. At length he prohibited Dr. McGlyan 
from taking any further part in Mr. George's 
canvass.

The Nobel Brothers Whe Control the Oil 
Product of the Muscovite Empire.

New York, December 10.—The cable dis- 
patch last week, reporting that the Standard 
Ou Company intended to buy the oil interests 
of the Nobel Brothers of Russia did not look 
plausible and was promptiy denied in this 
city. If it were true it would indeed be note- 
worthy news, for Nobel Brothers are the kings 
of the Russian petroleum industry. 
they who revolutionized the oil business at 
Baku, and made the Caspian petroleum a 
formidable rival of the American 
product. The Nobel family are Swedes, 
and they have * remarkable 
record. The father invented atorpedo which 
be sold to Russia for a large sum of money. 
His son Alfred is famous asthe inventor of 
dynamite. Two other sons, Ludwig and Al- 
bert, created the petroleum industry of Baku 
in ite present enlarged form. Eleven years 
ago they went to Baku, when the town and its 
refineries were scarcely then known. is 
what Nobel did to make Baku and its oil 
famous. Oil, at that time, was delivered to 
the refineries twelve miles distant, from the 
wells, inox carts. The Nobels startied old 
fogies by building a pipe line, and to-day there 
are miles of Ra and an «@ 
daily discharge of 2,00°,000 lons of crude 
oll at Baku. Their second reform was an im-

LOOSE MANAGEMENT RESPONSIBLE 
THE CROOKED OPERATIONS. 


Members of the Club Astonished by the Ex 
posure— Work of the Investigating Com- 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DIsPAaTCH. 

NEw Tonk, December 10.—The exclusive 
publicatié6n in ’s Post-DisPaTou of 
thé robbing of the Union Club by some of its 
trusted employes has caused great excitement 
among the clubmen, and there are many 
members who say that they suspected for the 
last year that something was wrong, but bad no 
idea thatthe amount stolen would prove 80 
large. Fuller investigation by the Post-D1s- 
PATCH reporter yesterday goes to show that 
this stealing has been confined to a few in- 
stead of many as at first reported. The ma- 
jority of the club members refuse to acknow!l- 
edge that a large amount has been taken while 
there are some who claim that the story has 
not yet been told. The main fact, how- 
ever, that the club has been systemati- 
cally robbed is well proven and there is not 
a member of the club to-day that will deny it. 
In the general cleaning out of the employes a 
week ago several were cut off that were not im- 
plicated in the steal, and it isthought the House 
Committee will probably reinstate them. It 
has been an open becret that the Union Club 
Das had great trouble with its steward’s de- 
partment. The position isa responsible one 
and requires a man with a clear head and with 
good governing power and abilities to suc- 
cessfully fillit. By him and through him all 
supplies are ordered and he, more than any 
one else, is expected to discover any crooked- 


ness among those under him. Tbe club some 
years ago tried the experiment of ap- 
pointing a member to fll the post- 
tion, making the place an honorary 
one without 128 Mr. John G. Beresford 
and the genial W. PF. Tallbery for a time were 
stewards, the last member of the ciub holding 
the position having been Mr. Chisholm, who 
discharged the duties of the place ee ac- 
ceptably and whose resignation after three 

ears’ service was reluctantly accepted. After 

r. Chisholm’s retirement the place was made 
a sal one, and Daniel McCurdy was pro- 
moted from the position of head waiter to the 
stewardship. McCurdy gave satisfaction to 
the members, but there seemed to be a lack of 
harmony between F. F. Hand, a cierk in the 
employ of the club, and himself, and after 
holding the place for three years he left to be- 
come steward of the University Club, where 
he is at present. 

MR. HAND. 

The secretary of the club, up to two weeks 
ago, was Mr. Oliver K. King and Hand was ap- 
pointed to assist him. Mr. King resigned and 
ie now in Colorado. Handis a connection of 
Mr. King, being a brother of his brother-in- 
law, and was at one time associated with him 
in business, the firm baving been Finney, 
Lewis, King & Co. The firm failed and Hand 
was then employed 5 4 King as clerk at the 
club.

Duncan, Johnson & Fenton, deco- 
rators, did work amounting to 
$12,000. The Post-DIsPaATCH reporter called 
upon several of the firms yesterday that had 
done work for the club. Each of them had 
heard of money being paid, but declared they 
had not paid it. Some firms that had been 
supplying the goods were notified to cease 
doing so. When the reason was asked some 
flimsy excuse was given. These firms are 
evidentiy unwilling to acknowledge — 
paid money for the club’s trade, as it woul 
affect the club’s custom in view of the recent 
disclosures that have been and are being 
made.

CHARLEY DALY PREPARING FOR HIS FIGHT 
WITH MYERS OF STREATOR. 


The Battle to Occur at Daybreak in the State 
of Illinois — Danforth and Warren Still 
Dickering—Base Ball News—Sporting Gos- 
sip.

He then 
sets out, walks through Tower Grove Park, 
Shaw’s Garden and out a county road fora 
distance of five miles, returning to Austin’s 
by the same route. Here he spends an 
hour or so hitting the dag, exer- 
cising with dumb-bells and doing other 
athletic work calculated to harden his 
muscles and reduce his superfluous weight. 
When through with this wholesome business 
he takes a sponge bath, and is well rubbed 
down. He then returns to the city and in the 
afternoon devotes two hoursof his time to 
training in the Missouri Gymnasium. 

The regimen has already had a salutary 
effect, and Charley’s flesh is becomi firm, 
his complexion clear, and his eye bright. 
I've struck the finest training ground in 
the worid,’’ said he to-day to a Post- DISPATCH 
reporter.

THE SOUTH’S PROGRESS. 


„Pik Iron” Kelley favorably Impressed with 


By Telegraph to the Post-D1spaTcu. 
WASHINGTON, D. O., December 10.—Judge 
W. D. Kelley of Pennsylvania, who has been on 
a six weeks’ tour through the South, returned 
yesterday. Histrip was for the purpose of 


making a personal ap a a of the progress 
ofthat country. His time was en! spent in 
Tennessee and Alabama. reply to the 
POST-DISPATCH correspondent he said the 
signs of 1 there are indeed marvelous. 
40 e my first journey through the 
South in 1867, and went again in 1875, 
visiting the same places I have just come 
from, and no one could have conyinced me 
that the people of that section had made such 
strides as th have. I could scarcely con- 
vince myself that the places I visited were the 
same that I saw on my former journeys. They 
are enjoying down there not only progress, 
but prosperity greater than is enjoyed in the 
North, and it is all owing to a change of senti- 
ment on the question of labor. The old plant- 
ers are beginning to recognize not only the 
dignity but the value of ! = 
Is there moral and soc rogress as well?’’ 
es, the progress in that direction is 
equally marked. The people are living in a 
better class of houses and are introducing the 
comforts of life that were unknown to the 
middie and lower classes @ few years ago. 
The residences of the people are more neatly 
kept, the exteriors are painted in taste and 
the interiors of those entered were com- 
fortably furnished, with signs of refinement. 
The education privileges of the colored peo- 
le are now better than those the whites en- 
oyed when I last visited the South, and those 
of the whites greatly improved. The class dis- 
tinctions which were the curse of that section 
exist no longer, or only to a limited extent. It 
is no longer degrading to work, but the pro- 
ducers are more respected than the idlers. The 
towns I visited are under prohibitory enact- 
ments and the moral condition of the people is 
much improved thereby. The money that 
was formerly wasted in drink is now employed 
to promote the welfare of these who earn it. 
The negroes are industrious and thrifty asa 
class and the map who earns a dollarin a mine 
has a purchasing power in these towns equal 
to five times that of the planter who is de- 
tages upon the amount of cotton yielded. 
he rate of wages paid workingmen about 
that which is paid in Pennsylvania 
for the same class of laborers and 
the same kind of employment, and the ne- 
groes are proving themselves admirably 
adapted to mechanical industries. They love 
the heat of the mills and sing at their work. 
They save their wages or spend them wisely, 


-and as their employers are beginning to see 


that the prosperity of the country depends 
upon the colored people as laborers they are 
no longer treated like beasts. I went into 
their houses, their schools, sometimes by in- 
vitation and sometimes incognito. I told them 
simply that Iwas a Northern man and was 
interested in seeing how they were getting on 
and I can not express with teo great emphasis 
the impression made upon mind by what 
I saw and the value t informa- 
tion I acquired. The people of the 
South are making more money than we. They 
can produce rough iron much more cheaply, 
because the materials are in such close juxta- 

sition. I stood on coal beds which had 
ron mines on each side of me, not more than 
two miles away, and limestone lying between. 
In Pennsylvania, I can assert om good au- 
thority, that it cost $7 to get the materiais to- 
gether before the manufacture of the iron 
commences. In the South or those parts of it 
I visited, it does not cost more than $2. Then 
again, land isso much cheaper. In Pennsyl- 
vania land cost $500 to $700 an acre, while in 
the South land can be purchased for JI that 
is equally as good for the purpose. 

„Where does the capital come from?“ 

Most of it originally came from the North, 
but now local capital is becoming interes 
and the profits of the business are immediate- 
ly reinvested. 

‘*Will the South compete with the Northern 
States in the manufacture of iron?“ 

Jes, and ontrun us. They are not making 
anything but low- e iron now, but sell all 
they can make atthe same price we get for a 
similar quality. They do not (make enough to 
supply the demand, so that there is no bid- 
ding against us, but the time will come when 
their facilities for cheap production will be 
felt by the producers of myown and other 
Northern States.

CHARTER. 


No Guarantee and No Concessions—The Dis- 
advantages of the Bill Now Before Con- 
gress—The Money for Construction Pur- 
poses to Be Raised by Popular Subscrip- 
tion—The Great Engineer on His Greatest 
Project. 


Capt. Jas. B. Eads has been in the city for 
two days past looking after his real estate in- 
terests here. He leaves for Chicago this even- 
ing on his way East. To a reporter of the 
PO8T-DISPATCH this morning he denied that 
there was any thought of abandoning his ship 
railway project. We have decided, he 
said, ‘‘to give up the bill at  pres- 
ent before Congress and ask a simple 
charter for our company. The bill 
reported was not what we wanted, but the 
committee agreed upon it and we accepted it. 
Since the adjournment of the first session of 
Congress we have consulted with our stock- 
holders and we have come to the conclusion 
that the charter to be granted by the bill now 
before Congress would be worse than none at 
all. The amount proposed to be guaranteed 
us by the Government is only $7,500,000 
and none of this is to de payable 
until the railway is in successful operation. 


In return for this, we areto make a conces- 
sion of 25 per cent rebate on what is practi- 
cally the entire trade of American shipping. 
When we talked the matter over, we saw that 
this would be a great disadvantage to us. We 
could not hope to raise ali the money neces- 
sary for the construction of the railway in 
America, and if we go abroad, to England for 
instance. for financial aid, and present 
such ac as the committee of Con- 
gress proposed to grant us, capitalists 
would say: ‘If you are going to foster Ameri- 
can commerce to the exclusion of other na- 
tions, let Americans furnish the money.’ 80 
we have concluded to ask Congress for a sim- 
ple charter.’’

How do you expect to raise the money for

This is anticipating the business of a quarter 
ofacentury. No such ships are — 
sent themselves for trans ° ou 
might as well require a railroad asking a 
charter to put down an éeight-rail road. It 
would increase the cost of our road very ma- 
terially now, whereas when the business de- 
mands it it will be a very easy matter for us to 
put in lifting docks of greater capacity, and, 
by increasing the number of ralis, to increase 
the capacity of our road. 

PRECEDENTS FOR A CHARTER. 

„Have you any doubt that Congress will 
grant you a charter?“ 

„No. There are plenty of precedents for it. 
The Philadeiphia exhibition was chartered by 
the Government. So were the Northern Pa- 
cific and Union Pacific „ and, I 
believe, the Illinois Central.

1 WABASH RAILROAD CASE. 


A Petition Asking for an Order to Compel 
the Purchasing Committee to Perform the 
Conditiens of the Purchase—Preliminary 
action Looking to a Settlement for Non- 
Assenting Bondholders. 


CuicaGO, December 10.—Henry Craw 
ford as attorney for certain bondholders 
of the Wabash, St. Louis & Pacific Rail- 
way, in accordance with the opinion given 
py Judge Gresham, has taken preliminary 
action in the United States Circuit Court 
at Springfield, looking to a settlement for 
the non-assenting bondholders. A peti- 
tion has been filed asking the court for an 
order to compel the Purchasing Commit- 
tee to perform the conditions of the 
purchase. The petitioners show 
that on April 26, 1886, the equity of re- 
demption of said railway company was 
sold under a decree of Court in this case, 
and bid off by a purchasing committee 
composed of James F. Joy, Ossian D. Ash- 
ley, Thomas Hubbard and Edgar T. 
Wells, but in a part of said decree and 
order of sale it was specifically ordered 
that the title should be subject in all 
things to the prior mortgage liens recited 
in the decree, and that the petitioners are 
polders of a portion of the bonds secured 
by some of the mortgages specified in the 


decree of foreclosure, and subject to which 
the purchasing committee acquired its 
rights. The petition shows that on June 
jj the purchasing committee procured

CAUSELESS OCONTINUANCES, 


The Day For Them Is Over Now at the Four 
Courts. 

It looks very much just now as if justice is 
finally to be administered with some degree of 
speed in the criminal courts ot the city. When 
Judge Normile took the bench he announced 
his intention of refusing to grant continuances 
except where absolutely necessary, and said 
he intended holding night sessions and rush- 
ing things generally. It the law granting the 
defense forty-eight hours time for challenging 
jurors in all cases where the punishment is 
graded, and these include nearly all the cases 
that come before the court, could be 
repealed, the course of justice would 
be greatly aided and much valuable time 
saved. hy the law was ever passed, unless 
it was for the purpose of clogging the wheels 
of the court, is a mystery. To-day Judge 
Noonan of the Court of Criminal Correction 
madea speech to the members of the bar 
present at the time, notifying them that here- 
after there would be no unnecessary continu- 
ances inthe court. A wrangle was going on 
about a continuance, and one attorney was 
remarking that as the case was called for the 
time he was entitled to a continuance under 
the fixed rules of the court. Judge Noonan 
then spoke up and said: 

“I desire to say tothe members of the bar 
that on and after the Ist day of January, the 
rule permitting either side to obtain a con- 
tinuance at the first calling of a case will be 
discontinued. Ali parties must be ready and 
will have to goto trial unless good cause is 
shown why a continuance should be had. The 
reason that rule was adopted was to give par- 
ties who get into jail time to communicate 
with their friends. However, I find that at- 
torneys frequently, when they are ready for 
trial, because of the rule, take continuances 
and hence the docket has become crowded. 
The Court will at all time use discretion in 
passing upon the applications for continu- 
ances, but wishes the gentieman ofthe bar to 
understand that they must comply strictly 
with the law upon that subject.’’

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A FRENCH STATESMAN. 


EUGENE SPULLER OF THE CHAMBER OF 
DEPUTIES IN THE CITY. 


His Impressions of America—He Gives Gree- 
les Advice to Young Men—A Trip to’Frisco 
~The Receptions on ’Change and To-Night 
at the Lindell—Frenchmen Invited. 


Mr. Eugene Spuller, member of the French 
Parliament and delegate from that country to 
the unveiling of the Bartholdi Statue of Liber- 
ty, arrived in the city last night at 10 p. m. 
The gentleman was accompanied by Mr. 
Jules Boutve of the French Legation in 
Washington and Mr. Parot Naval, Inspector of 
the French steamship line. Mr. Albert L. 
Pease of Boston gas with Mr. Spuller on his 
trip through the tes in the capacity of in- 
terpreter. The party were seen at the Lindell 
Hotel this morning by a Post-DIsPaTcH re- 
porter. Mr. Boufve kindly acted asthe me- 
dium in the conversation between Mr. Spuller 
aud the reporter. Mr, Spuller said that after 


the ceremonies which he came to attend in 
New York were concluded it had been 
his desire which he was happy to 
have gratified to take a trip over the country. 
The trip had no significance and was only be- 
cause of his personal curiosity. The Union 
Pacific railway had kindly placed at his dis- 
posal their Directors’ car fully equipped with 
provisions, a pantry, cook, etc., and accom- 
modations for nine people. Not being mar- 
ried, his party was composed only of the gen- 
tlemen above mentioned. @ comfort 
of the trip and its .elegance was 
such as might be commanded by a 
— or prince in the older countries 
and while enjoyable, had considerably less - 
ened his opportunities for observation, par- 
ticularly of the traveling public, which he 
would have seen in the regular coaches and 
in the hotels. 

When asked if he had been making a study 
of the commercial system of the country Mr. 
Spuller said that his trip had been such a rapid 
one that that had been impossible. If there 
was any specific object in his trip it was 

robably to meet his countrymen who had 
ocated in this country. Since leaving New 
Vork he had visited Chicago, Denver, Omaha, 
St. Lake City, San Francisco, Los Angeles and 
New Orleans.

in these piaces he had found in San Francisco, 
where he atopped five days, visiting Oaklaad 
and Los Angeles. In the last named place 
there was also a oconsiderabiy French 
colony. Chicago and New Orleans both 
had large French representation, but Denver 
Omaha and Salt Lake City had none to speak 
of. In those cities named as having French 
communities receptions had been tendered 
him and he had addressed his countrymen on 
matters of interest to them. 

On bis trip Mr. Spuller said that what im- 
pressed him most in America was the rapid 
growth ot the Western cities. To him it 
seemed incredible that Denver and Omaha 
were so young and that San Francisco as 
a city was scarcely more than thirty years of 
age. He said that in approaching the city 
from Oakland across the bay that Frisco gave 
the impression of being a city of poetical age, 
gray and oid as a European hamiet. 

Another grand thing in America was the 
possibility of the West. There were such 

reat tracts under cultivation and yet the 
and was but beginning to be occupied. Mr. 
Spuller said if he was a oung man 
and poor he would never struggle in a large 
city of the East but would go West into one of 
the thriving and rapidly growing towns like 
Omaha. 

When asked about his observations of the 
condition of the 

LABORING CLASSES 

in this country, the gentleman said he had 
seen so little of them them that he could not 
speak onthe subject. In the smaller cities 
last named wt ange seemed to de 
busy. It was only in the larger cities that 
he had seen unemployed men. Of the com- 
forts of the laboring people he knew but little. 
Those of hisown nationality with whom he 
had come in contact seem very comfortable. 
He had beenin Chicago during the packing- 
house troubles and while the militia were in 
charge of the situation. These home soldiers 
had impressed him with their high personal 
character and intelligence. Most of them 
were proprietors of business and cierks. 

Another thing that was very noticeable in 
the gentiemen’s opinions was the polite- 
ness of officials. The railway conductors took 
the greatest pleasure apparently in furnishing 
information. The clerks in such hotels as 
they had visited, and in fact all Americans in 
ae or semi-public positions, were exceed- 
ngly polite. To quote the gentleman di- 
rectiy, he concluded Why, in Washington, at 
one of the Departments, if you ask for one 
book they will gladly accommodate you with 
ten. 


It is Mr. Spuller 's wish to be home in France 
for New Year’s Day. Todo this he will have 
to leave New York on Saturday a week from 
to-morrow. As he wishes to spend a few 
hours in Philadeiphia, to visit the French 
Minister and the President ain at Washing- 
ton, and to pass two days in New York, it will 
necessitate his leaving St. Louis to-morrow 
morning. To-night a reception will be given 
him in the parlors of the Lindell at8 o’clock, 
to which ali French citizens are invited. Mr. 
Spuller was particularily anxious that the 
PosT-DISPATCH should say that he wished to 
meet his countrymen there. 

While Mr. Spuller was talking with the re- 
porter Mr. Karst, the French Consul, arrived 
with Mayor Francis and Seth W. Cobb, who 
came to escort the party to the Exchange. 

ON CHANGE. 

About 12:20 M. Spuller came on Change 
under escort of Mayor Francis and Messrs. 
Karst and Meilier. There was no formal 
reception. The officers of the Ex- 
change were introduced as were 
the most prominent members of the 
exchange, particularly those acquainted 
with the French language. The informal 
levee was held near the main entrance to the 
Exchange Hall and continued for half an hour. 
Mr. Spuller exchanged pleasant comments on 
America and American customs with the gen- 
tlemén introduced to him. Just before the 
close of the session President Cobb escorted 
the visitors to the rostrum and, after rapping 
for order, introduced M. Spuller. He was 
received with applause. When the noise 
had subsided he spoke briefly, always, of 
course, in French. He said that he 
admired the energy and activity of the Amer- 
ican people. In his travels he had observed, 
as closely as his ignorance of the English lan- 
guage would permit, the manners and cus- 
toms of the Americans. His opinion of them 
he would be glad to impart to the French- 
speaking people of this city if they 
would call on him at his ho- 
tel this afternoon and evening. He 
would impart his views to his own people on 
his return to France. With a few graceful 
compliments on the eppearanee of St. Louis 
and her merchants, Spuller bowed his 
acknowledgments and withdrew. A few mo- 
ments later he and his party left the Exchange 
Hall. Before departing he again expressed 
President Cobb the sincerest wish that the 
French residents of St. Louis would call on 
him at the Lindell this evening.

“UNDERGROUND” INSURANCE. 


A Crusade Inaugurated Against Worthless 
Companies in Illinois, ‘ 


CHicaGo, December 10.—A crusade 
against insurance companies who are non- | 
resident corporations and certain insur- | 
ance brokers, all of whom have failed to 


State, has been inaugurated by the com- 
mencement of lawsuits in the Superior 
Court. The litigation is directed 


against what is known as “Undergro 
insurance. By lesislattve act of 
tho Seats of fling 
e of Illinois are required to an 
annual tax; to have a a in specified 
capital; te appoint agents in Ill mois upon 
whom service of process can be had, and 
to make annual reports to the Auditor of 
the State, under 4. supervision the law 
the corporation. There are 170 in- 
surance companies in IIlIinois legally au- 
thorized by law. Most ot them are home 
corporations, but some are non-residents 
who have complied with the law. 
There are in addition about 100 
companies, brokers and agents who are 
claimed not to havecomplied with the law 
of 1869 in any t. The Auditor says 
that a large majority of these “under- 
round“ companies were worthiess, and 
if they paid any risks at all they did so 
only after threats of litigation. Often- 
times they were fraudulent. Lately the 
“underground” insurance on life, fire and‘ 
marine had greatly increased, until it had 
become n powerful competitor 
of legitimate insurance business. 
The ndérwriters’ Association found 
it necessary to institute an inquiry which 
resulted in the discovery of the extent of 
the ‘‘underground’’ business in Chicago 
and the rest of Illinois. A committee, of 
which William P. Kerr was chairman 
was appointed to collect data. It reported 
a list of 100 concerns and brokers or agents 
who had evaded thelaw. The Auditor of 
the State was requested to enforce the 
law and the suits instituted yesterday are 
the commencement ofa compliance with 
the Underwriters request.
